When the post 
of Secretary, Indian Council of Agricultural Research fell vacant in 
1948, the choice again fell on him and he was appointed to this post 
with the ex-officio status of Deputy Seoretary to the Government 
of India. In May 1949, he was appointed Joint Vice-Chairman, 
Indian Council of Agricultural Research, with ex-officio status of 
a Joint Secretary to the Government of India accorded recently.
